A game of “conquer-the-leader 
proved fatal yesterday afternoon to 
the leader—Ralph Moore, 16 years

His playmates were two fellow

the investigating. 

He will begin work within a week 
and is expected to be engaged in 
the study for the next four or five 
months, 

The comptroller set another 
precedent by getting together a 
cominittee of prominent men, none 
connected actively with _ politics, 
nor with the city administration, 
who wiil consult with the engineer 
and the city’s financial officers, be- 
fore arriving at any conclusions. 

The committee, according to an- 
nouncement today, will consist of 
i. H. Gary, chairman of the board 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion; Jesse I. Strauss, president ut 
R, H. Macy & Co.; George A. Win- 
gate, Surrogate of Kings County, 
and Elishau A. Walker, president 
of Blair & Co., investment bank- 
ers. 

The firm of Blair & Co. was at 
One time widely known for the part 
it played in big railroad buildinz 
and financing. Recently it has 
been engaged in other financing 
operations on a large scale. They 
were interested in the plan by 
Which all the elevated and other 
railroad systems of Chicago were 
merged under one head. Walker 
is a director of the Chase Nation- 
al Bank, the interests of which 
played a large part in the recent 
reorganization of the  Brooklyn- 
Manhattan Trust Co. 

Special Problems for Smith. 

Smith will devote himself to the 
special problems of routes and sub. 
way construction, with special re-f- 
erence fo the advisability of con- 
tinuing the independent building 
program, as now outlined. It is as- 
sumed the banking and _ business 
advisers have been called in with 
especial reference to the financial 
policies the city might adopt. 

Today’s appointments are the 
direct outgrowth of the year’s con- 
troversy Berry has had with other | 
members of the Board of Estimate 
over what he termed the lack of a 
subway policy. 

Last February the comptro'ler 
went before the Board of Estimate 
with a proposal for an independent 
survey of the transit problem, to be 
made by three disinterested engin- 
eers. 

The board turned him down, but 
at the same time unloaded on h‘m 
the responsibility of making a sur 
vey of his own, for which $25,000 
was appropriated. 

Chosen From List of Five. 

In his quest for an expert the 
comptroller went to the Americao 
Society of Civil Engineers and 
asked for a list of names. Five 
names are said to have been sug 
gested by the engineering body, 
from which the choice of the St.

RUSSIA RECALLS 
ENVOY AT PEKIN IN 
PROTEST AT RAID 


Northern Chinese Authori- 
ties’ Invasion of Embassy 
Buildings Is Reason for 


This Action. 


CANTONESE ARMIES 
CHECKED BY DEFEATS 


Repulsed at Three Points by 
Northern Forces on Tien- 


tsin Railway and Grand 
Canal.

MOSCOW, April 9.—Soviet Rus- 
sia has recalled her charge d’af- 
fairs in Pekin as protest against 
the raiding by the northern Chi- 
nese authorities of the soviet em- 
bassy compound in Pekin. 

All embassy officials have been 
ordered by their government to 
leave China. Only officers entrust- 
ed with carrying out consular 
functions will remain. 

In a note delivered tonight to 
Chang Yen-si, Chinese Charge 
d"Affaires here, the Soviet Govern- 
ment gave notice that, pending sat- 
isfactory redress for the Pekin 
raid, it will be compelled, as a sign 
of protest, to recall its Charge 
d’Affaires M. Tchernik, with the 
whole embassy staff, from Pekin. 

Demands of Soviet. 

The Seviet Government demands 
that the police be immediately 
evacuated from the compound: 
that all arrested must be released: 
that all documents taken from the 


|; embassy quarters be returned; that 
'all possessions, 


money, personal 
property, household effects, and 
books, taken by the police and the 
military of the “army of pacifica- 
tion,” that is, Chang Tsolin’s north- 
ern forces, must be returned to the 
owners.

Opposed to New World War. 

“Therefore, the Soviet Govern- 
ment is «1d will be guided in its 
policy by the interests of the work- 
ers of the world, as well as by the 
interests of the masses of the Chi- 
nese Nation. 

“Responding to the Pekin pro- 
vocation, the aim of which ts to 
make worse the international sit- 
uation and transform the hostili- 
ties of the present time, led by sev- 
eral imperialist powers, into a new 
world war, the Soviet Government 
declares it will no’ allow itself to 
be provoked by anybody, but will 
by all means defend the peace be- 
tween nations.” 

The Soviet note concludes: 

“The Soviet Government has no 
doubt that in its desire for peace 
it will find support by all workers 
of all countries and first of all by 
th people of China and the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Russia.” 


Cantonese Soldiers Are Repulscd 
on Two Fronts. 

SHANGIPAI, April 9.—The Can- 
tonese advance northward toward 
Tientsin and Pekin has met with 
an unexpected reverse. Reorganized 
Northern forces under Gen. Sun 
Chuan-fang, whose army crum- 
pled under the Cantonese advance 
on Shanghai in February, are re- 
ported to have repulsed the Can- 
tonese on two fronts—along the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway and on 
the Grand Canal to the east. The 
Cantonese on the railway were 
foreed back toward fFengyang, 
northwest of Nanking and 25 miles 
southeast of Pengpu. which they 
occupied only a week ago. News of 
the operations along the Grand 
Canal is meager, but the Cantonese 
are reported to be retiring steadily 
toward the Yangtze. 

Another Cantonese reverse is re- 
ported on the north bank of the 
Yangtze, opposite Kiangyin, and 
some distance east of the Grand 
Canal. This may open the way for 
a flank attack by the Northerners. 
threatening Pukow. across from 
Nanking in the rear of the Can- 
tonese column operating up the 
Tientsin-Pukow line.

Prohibition a Trial 


Federal Raiding Agents Finally Get After 
the Brew in the City It Once 
Made Famous.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 9. — 
Prohibition is coming at last to 
Milwaukee where the local view of 
the Volstead act always has been 
more or less subjective, where it 
never was thought that the eight- 
eenth amendment ever would be 
construed to incluce the beverage 
popularly supposed to have made 
the city famous. 

Something of the same _ spirit 
seems to have governed the author- 
ities in the past and when raids 
were made the search was liimited 
to gin, near gin, Scotch, rye, bour- 
bon and other hard liquors. Offi- 
cial reports said all was well, 

Most of the old places in Mil- 
waukee have endured with their 
family entrances and their family 
gatherings. Doings there have 
gCne smoothly along, attracting no 
undue attention. But times change. 

Word has gone forth that the 
last vestiges of the wet regime 


must be done away with and Mil- 
waukee looks to the future with 
dismay. No longer is the search 
confined to hard liquors. The Fed- 
eral agents now order beer and 
no sooner is it served than out 
comes a gauge and if the alcoholic 
content is more than one-half of 
one per cent, which it generally Is, 
arrests are made and the’ grand 
jury is called on to act. When the 
prohibition agents raid such time 
honored institutions as Kahlos & 
Kads and Peter Zettnigs, and Louls 
Huber’s, to say nothing of good 
old Heinie Koster’s, Milwaukee 
simply rubs its eyes and wonders 
if such things can be, 

Milwaukee has taken its prohi- 
bition so complacently. Old style 
and old time beer has been selling 
for 15 cents a big glass and 25 
cents for a schooner holding about 
a pint; A few weeks ago it would 
have been thought criminal to give 
less than a pint for 25 cents where- 
as today it is a crime to serve any- 
thing at all. 


FOR GriNESE ENMITY 


Former Ambassador Says Chi- 
cago Vote Exemplifies Anti- 
British Sentiment. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 9.—‘“Twisting 
the lion’s tail’ is still good sport 
in the United States, as was exem- 
plified in the recent Chicago 
Mayoralty election, said Sir Auck- 
iand Geddes, former Ambassador 
to the United States, in an address 
to the Conservatives at Ashford, 
Kent, tonight. 

Sir Auckland said China was ac- 
quiring her westernized mentality 
through the United States, and 
young Chinese, who had returned 
to China from there and repeated 
the gibberish they had heard about 
British tyranny and imperialism, 
became leaders in the anti-British 
movement, 

The feeling in the United States 
against Great Britain, Sir Auckland 
said, was strongest among ‘the 
lower and middle classes,” and it 
was there that many Americanized 
Chinese had absorbed their West- 
ern viewpoints. 

Sir Auckland said he had been 
assured there were two streams of 
anti-British propaganda flowing 
into China, one definitely inspired 
from Moscow and the Other run- 
ning from many American mission 
and hospital centers. In the latter 
case, he declared, it was not offi- 
cial propaganda, but merely an in- 
stinctive brief that Great Britain 
would be ungenerous toward China. 

“The United States,” the speaker 
said, “does not possess concessions 
in China. The Americans live in 
our concession and they get all the 
advantages and none of the odium.”

Perish tn Trying to Cross Smack* 
over Creek on Board Walk; 
One Girl Escapes.

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COAL PRODUCTION CUT IN HALF

tolomeo Vanzetti, announced to- 
night that an appeal for executive 
clemency would be made to Gov. 
Fuller. ® 
Judge Webster Thayer of the 
Superior Court here today sen- 
tenced the two radicals to death 


in the electric chair in state pris- 
on at Charleston during the week 
of July 10. They were convicted 
July 14, 1921, of the murder of a 
payroll messenger and his guard 
in a $15,000 holdup in South 
Braintree, Mass., April 15, 1920. 

Affidavits have been gathered 
to show that while the trial was in 
progress Judge Thayer openly 
voiced his hostility to the two men 
on trial... These affidavits will be 
presented to Gov. Fuller for con- 
sideration with the plea for clem- 
ency. 

In the absence of a statement 
from the Governor, wh. was not at 
his home in Boston today, it was 
recalled he previously had stated 
that the evidence in the case had 
not been submitted to him and that 
consequently he had not formed 
any opinion. 

Statement by Defense. 

Defense counsel are convinced 
that any further action In the state 
courts would be futile except for 
purposes of delay. A forma! state- 
ment said no such moves would be 
made, The statement read: 

“So long as we remain counsel 
for Sacco and Vanzetti we are un- 
willing to advocate their case in 
the newspapers, or elsewhere than 
in the appropriate tribunals, 
whether the courts or the Gov- 
ernor and counsel. However, to 
satisfy the legitimate tnterest of 
the many friends and supporters 
of the defendants, we think we 
may properly say that, in view of 
the sum and substance of the cur- 
rent opinion of the Supreme 
Court, we are convinced that 
Sacco and Vanzetti can derive no 
benefit from further proceedings 
in the courts of Massachusetts, and 
our Clients have instructed us not 
to institute any proceedings which 
we know to be futile for any pur- 
pose except delay, and in no event 
would we do so.” 

There remains the possibility of 
appeal to the Federal courts. Ha- 
}beas Corpus proceedings may be 
instituted in United States District 
Court in Massachusetts or the case 
may g0 direct to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, on a 
writ of certiorarl. 

Meantime, having been  sen- 
termiced, Sacco and Vanzett! are tn 
the Dedham jail awaiting the time 
when the death house at Charles- 
ton ts ready to receive them.

When Allenby's troops entered Damascus,

As the conquerors entered, throngs lined 
the streets shouting: ‘‘Feisal, Nasir, Skukri, 
Urens'’’ Urens was Lawrence. 

Lawrence's career since the war has been 
no-less charged with mystery. To hide him- 
self and gain time to wrjje a book, he aban- 
doned his rank as a if Begenant-Colone! and 
enlisted in the aviati LOrps as a private. 
Now he is said to be private in the tank 
corps, under an assumed name. George 
Bernard Shaw speaks of him as the man who 
could, and did, with his own hands, ex- 
plode and smash the Turkish dominion in 
Arabia. 

It is only now that his story can be told. 
He wrote a book cailed ‘‘The Seven Pillars 
of Wisdom,”’ after the war, and limited the 
edition ao that it never was circulated. To 
pay the artists to whom the author was in- 
Gebted, an abridgment of this book has 
been printed in America by George H. Do- 
fan Company called ‘“‘Revolt in the Desert.” 
lt is Lawrence's own story of the work he 
did to build up a rebellion inaide the Turk- 
sh empire, which finally brought Jerusalem 
into the hands of the Christians after 730 
years. The present book begins:

When the World War began, Lawrence 
was digging Hittite remains out of the banks 
of the Euphrates, as an assistant archeologist 


in the employ of the British Museum. Re- 


garded as a brilliant and somewhat eecentric 
student, the young Oxford graduate spoke 
Arabic fluently, had a sympathetic under- 
standing of the country, was tactful with the 
natives, was a philosopher and interested in 
military history. Nobody suspected the 
genius which he was to reveal as a leader 
of irregular cavalry. 


HE Arab revoit was the dream, not of 
the regular army officers, but of 
archeologists, Orientalists and younger 
experta of the political service who had ex- 
changed their civililan clothes for the unl- 
form of the army or navy. It was as much 
for the sake of the Arabs as for the allies that 
they believed in the revolt. Says Lawrence: 

“We called ourselves ‘Intrusives’ as a 
band: for we meant to break into the ac- 
cepted halls of English foreign policy, and 
build a new people in the East, deapite the 
rails laid down for us by our ancestors.” 

To Hussein, Grand Sherif of Mecca, offi- 
cials had promised British support for the in- 
dependence of the Arabs. and in June, 1916 
the revolt was proclaimed Both Jidda, the 
seaport, and Mecca, the holy city, were cap- 
tured in the first rush of the Sherif’s armiea. 

ut when Feisal, son of Hussein, attacked 
Medina, the Turkish stronghold at the end 
of the Hej;az Railway, he falled. The Arabs 
were not united, jealousies at Cairo inter- 
fered with the promised help from the Brit- 
ish and the Arab revolt began to simmer 
down. 

Lawrence now found himself in danger 
of being eliminated from the affair as an 
upstart, while other Englishmen allowed the 
revolt to fail First, he made himself as 
cbnoxious as possible to his military superi- 
ors at Cairo, then asked for leave It was 
granted promptiy, in the hope that he could 
be put out of the way on his return. But he

Lawrence found his preparations no easy 
task. Between the embankment and the 
hillside was a wind-laid bank of sand which 
no one crossed but himself, stepping careful- 
ly, yet he left great footprints over its 
smoothness. The ballast dug out, to make a 
hole for the gelatine, Lawrence gathered up 
in his cloak and carried in repeated journeys 
to the culvert, where it could be spilied nat- 
uraliy over the bed of the water course. 

To dig im and cover the explosive took 
nearly two hours. Then came the difficult 


job of unrolling the heavy wires from the. 


detonator to the hill, 200 yards away. The 
top sand was crusted and had to be broken 
through in burying the wires. The atiff 
wires left long lines on the surface, like the 
marks of preposterous snakes. Finally, it 
was necessary to weight down the wires with 
rocks, which in turn had to be buried with- 
out trace of disturbance. 

Then, with an empty sandbag, Lawrence 
had to stipple the mafks on the ground into 
a wavy surface and, with a bellows and long 
fanning sweeps of his cloak, to simulate the 
smooth laying of the wind. The whole task 
took five hours to finish, and when it was 
finished not even members of the expedi- 
tion could tell where the gelatine was buried 
nor where tue wires lay which extended to 
the exploder.

Before I had climbed to the 
guns the hollow was alive with shots, and 
with the brown figures of the Bedouin leap- 
ing forward to gripe with the enemy. I 
looked round to see what was happening so 
quickly, and saw the train stationary and dis- 
membered along the track, with its wagon 
sides jumping under the bullets which rid- 
dled them, while Turks were falling out 
from the far doors to gain the shelter of 
the railway embankment. 

“As I watched, our machine guns chat- 
tered out over my head, and the long rows 
of Turks on the carriage roofs rolled over, 
and were swept off the top like bales of cot- 
ton before the furious shower of bullets 
which stormed along the roofs and splashed 
clouds of yellow chips from the planking.” 

A few moments later, all the remaining 
Turks had gotten behind the bank, here 
about 11 feet high, and from cover of the 
wheels were firing pointblank at the Bedou- 
in 20 yards away across the sand-filled dip.

and forward with immense baies, which they 
ripped by the rail-side and tossed through, 
smashing what they did not want 

“There were scores of carpets: spread 
dozens of mattresses and flowered 
quilts; blankets in heaps; clothes for men 
and women in full variety; clocks, cookirg 
pots, food, ornaments and weapons. To one 
side atood 30 or 40 hysterical women, uo- 
veiled tearing their clothes and hair: shriek- 
ing themselves distracted. The Arabs, with- 
out regard to them, went on wrecking the 
nousehold goods; looting their absolute fill 
Camels had become common property. Each 
man frantically loaded the nearest with 
what it could carry and shooed it westward 
into the void, while he turned to his néxt 
fancy 

‘Seeing me tolerably unemployed, the 
women rushed and caught at me with howls 
I assured them that all was 
going well: but they would not get away 
unt!) some husbands delivered me.

VER the rounded 
roof of the hangar 
an airplane buzzes 
noisily. It throws 
its wings skyward in 
a lumbering, uncer- 
tain turn, and with 
its throttle closed 
and its propeller 
swishing quietly, 
settles timorously to 
the field, now travel- 
ing forward, now aropping groundward, as 
though it were running down a flight of 
huge aeria! stairs. 

Finally its tail skid strikes the grass. The 
wheels meet the ground with a thump and 
the plane bounces a few feet in the air. The 
motor buzzer momentarily and is eilent. 
Still running forded, the airship settles 
again and slides siety to a stop. 

The man in the rront cockpit looks back 
and the man behind him stands up in his 
seat. He leans forward on the cowling be- 
tween them and, with goggles thrown back 
on his helmeted head, talks earnestly, ewing- 
ing his hands in filustrative motions. The 
sound of his voice comes faintly to the group 
idling in the sunlight at the hangar door. 

A student pilot is taking his first lesson 
at Lambert-St. Louis Flying Field. He is 
learning to fly an airplane, and learning it 
safely. He is taking to himself the intrica- 
cies of landings, ‘‘banking’’ and turns with 
little more trouble than he had in learning 
to drive an automobile. 

The instructor sits down in the rear cock- 
pit again and pulls his goggles over his eyes. 
The student, up in front, shoves open the 
throttle. Again the motor buzzes. The plane 
lumbers along with gathering speed over 
the flying field. It is in the air now, 
Climbing. 

At 200 feet it turns. The wing comes up 
into a bank, this time more gently and more 
certainly. Again the motor’s voice dies away 
to a subdued murmur and again the plane 
settles. No ‘‘staircase’’ effect this time. It 
glides with more assurance to the field. Its 
wheels and tailskid strike the ground at the 
same time, and it does not bounce. The stu- 
dent has made a perfect “three-point” land- 
ing. Apain there is the pause for the lecture 
from the instructor and again the plane 
takes off.

(en, the training stage was conceded the 
most dangerous in the development of the 
aviator. Minor crashes were of daily oc-

“through instruction" without “wiping off’’ 
& landing gear, smashing a tai] or wing skid 
ur doing some other damage to his plane. 
Many there were whose course of instruction

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were miraculously preserved from in- 
juries. 

In those days, unfortunately, the 
budding flyer was made to understand 
that flying was a difficult art and that 
to only a chosen few was it given to 
be able to handle the control stick. 
The pupil came to believe that his first 
flight alone—his first “solo hop’’— 
was going to be a fearsome thing. Too 
often he made good on the fears that 
had been sown in his mind by “piling 
up’’ his plane on his first landing. 

Often, too, these early fears result- 
ed in a timidity which eventually 
brought a disastrous crash. Men were 
killed, and killed with alarming fre- 
quency. Partially it was due to the 
hurried way in which students were 
thrown ‘‘on their own” In the air. Par- 
tially it was due to the caprices of 
an unstable training plane, and par- 
tially to the necessity for instructing 
the military student in acrobatics, 
formation flying and other more dan- 
gerous branches of aviation. 

Nowadays, with the sane methods 
of peace, accidents are the rare 
thing even in the military schools, 
and in a civilian school, where the 
student proceeds in easy stages 
through his course, accidents are almost un- 
heard of, even when he goes into acrobatics 
in advanced courses. 


HERE is, for example, the record of 
the Robertson Aircraft Corporation, 
which conducts one of the largest fly- 
ing schools in the country at Lambert-8t. 
Louis Field.. In nine years of operation, 
during which several hundred flyers have 
heen graduated from primary courses, not 
a single one has been injured. There has 
been only one crash in that time, a minor af- 
fair comparable to the act of the novice auto 
driver who lands a front wheel and fender 
on the garage door as he drives in. 

Most of the students turned out by the 
schoo] are aviation fans who have finally 
determined to fly an airplane and see how 
they like it. Some of them buy planes after 
graduation and go out on their own in the 
flying business. Others keep up their flying 
fitfully as a sporting proposition. Only a 
few drop it altogether, for the flying fever 
is a permanent disease, and the man who 
once gets to love the atmosphere of the air- 
drome, the roaring motors, the eddying dust 
and the gleam of wings is not likely to for- 
get it. 

“We find that the student who learns to 
fly under present methods of instruction is 
likely to learn to love the business."’ Major 
William B. Robertson, president of the air- 
craft corporation, said in recounting his 
company’s experiences in instruction. ‘“‘Most 
of our graduates are now flying for their liv- 
ing. We have had pupils from all over this 
country. 

“Our experience has been that almost any 
man can learn to fly. The old theory that 
aviation was an art that only a few could 
master has not stood up under post-war 
practice... All we want to know about a pros- 
pective student is that hie vision is good, 
that he is in normally good physical condi- 
tion and that he has the average mans abil- 
ity to judge distances. If he fille those re- 
quirements it’s a 100-to-1 shot he can fly.” 
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Learning to Operate an 
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Learning how to “throw the prop.” 


In the work of making flying 
easy not the least consideration 
has been that of expense. For a 
primary course, in which the 
student learns to handle the 
plane alone and to make land- 
ings, the cost is $100 plus a 
charge of $3.60 for gasoline 
and oil. For a supplementary 
course, which gives him three 
and a half hours of solo fly- 
ing, there is an extra charge 
of $55, and for an advanced 
course, which includes instruc- 
tion in acrobatics and the piloting of high- 
powered ships, the cost is $160. For a com- 
bined course, which will make a student 
a fair flyer, with some ability at acrobatics, 
the cost is $300. 

“We find that anyone who is going to 
learn to fly at all will be able to fly alone 
in 10 hours’ practice at the most,’ Major 
Robertson said. “Some students have been 
able to take an airplane up after two hours 
of instruction and land it creditably The 
average is about seven hours.” 

That means that a student can learn to fly 
alone in a week, allowing him an hour a day.

in a true circle, or how a wing is built up. 
He learns, too, the names of the airplane's 
various parts. He learns that the stick under 
the rear of the fuselage is a taliskid and 
that it acts as a brake in landing the plane. 
He learns that movable sections at the wing 
ends are ailerons, and that the longitudinal 
body braces are longerons. 

He learns, in short, to discuss the air- 
plane with prideful technical phrases, and 
forthwith he becomes a proficient “barracks 
flyer,” a chap who can tell his own ex peri- 
ences in the air and can absorb the experi- 
ences of other pilots. During the war the 
“parracke flyer” was a troublesome fellow, 
who had most of his thrilling experiences in 
his own prolific imagination, but the peace- 
time “barracks flyer’ is a member of a use- 
ful institution, a sort of walking exchange 
for fiying ideas. 

While the student is learning what holds 
an airplane together and what makes it move 
through the air, he is also Tearning to try 
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his own wings in the air. He ts seated in 
the front seat of a training plane—a Curtiss 
Standard J-1, as the instructor calls it— 
and there is introduced to the stick, with 
which he controls the longitudinal and lat- 
eral position of the plane, and the foot rud- 
der bar, which controls its direction.

He observes the movements of 
the controls, as the instructor in the seat 
behind him sends the plane through its 
paces. 

After each short flight he is instruct- 
ed in some phase of fiying by the in- 
estructor and tmmediately is shown how 
it is done in the air. He is taught to 
take the plane off the ground, to make 
turns and to land. In between times he 
learns the trick of whipping down the pro-
